Chief among the rights of neutrats 
1s the declaration that a neutral State 
ts entilied to have the Integrity of 
ta territory and territorial waters 
respected by the Powers at war, 

For Instance, if troops on the 
frontler accldentally crossed into 
neutral territory, the neutral has the 
right to cil on them to surrender 
and to Intern them for ‘the “duration.” 

For belligerent acroplancs to fly 
over a neutral country js an obvious 
breach of the rules, and, since there 
is no way of culling on them to sur- 
render, presumably that neutral, has 
the right to shoot, them down, 


N ifs treatment of belligerents 

the neutral must be strictly 
Impartial. A favour granted to one 
must be given to the other, 

The neutral must not allow a 
belligerent to. move forces, munitiong,- 
or supplics across its territory, nor 
allow it to erect or use wireless or 
any other telegraphy apparatus for 
military purposes, fs 

Among -the other "must nots’? Is 
the oné that declares that the neutrul 
must not provide any belligerent 
with troops, ships, munitions of war, 
money, or with commodities of direct 
or indircct use In war,

The plates are known to be of Byzantine design, and are 
thought to have come from Constantinople in the sixth century. 

But the woman has them puzzled. Because itwas sald she 
resembled the head of Queen Victoria on nineteenth century 
stamps, the silver plate woman has been nicknamed “Vicky.” 

Experts disagree with the theory that “Vicky” was a native 
of Redwald. | : :

Dies At Home 


‘Wife Of Britain’s 
' . Great War C. In C. 


LONDON, Oct. 17 (Reuter).— 
The denth is announced of 
Countess Haig, widow of the 
famous" British” “Conimander-in— 
Uhief in the Great War. 

Dorothy Maud Countess Halg, was 
born tn July, 1879, She was-a twin 
daughter ‘of the 3rd Lord Vivian. Her 
mother was a daughter of Robert 
George Duff'of Ryde, Isle of Wight, 

Brought up In contact with the 
Court, she was Mnid of Honour to 
Queen Victorla from 1800 until that 
monarch’s death in Jan, 1908, and 
then until 19068 to Oucen Alexandra. 

Royalty Sponsors Daughtors 

In 1905) she =o married’) Major- 
General Hulg, Inspector-General 
of Cavalry in India, who 
soon afterwards got a home appoint- 
ment. They hod a son and three 
daughters. Queen Alexandra in ‘1907 
was sponsor for the first daughter,

For the next three years their 
home was In India, her husband being
